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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 
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A compok,on for topical, oral administration for prevention and treatment of 
oral disea\e, comprising an active agent containing at least 70% by weight 
monoterpe^s with three unsaturations as active agent therein, ,n 
combination \ith a suitable carrier. 

A composition according to claim 1 , wherein said active agent is a natural or 
synthetic mixture consisting of limonene, myrcene, a-pinene, b-p,nene, 
.abinene and mixtures thereof, of which at least 60% by weight is limonene. 
. .imposition according to claim 1, wherein said monoterpenes with three 
unsXations is extracted from a citrus fruit selected from the group 
consistiiSfl of lemon, pomella and citron. 

A compoVn according to claim 1 for topical oral administration for 
prevention ahd treatment of oral disease comprising an extract of a citrus 
fruit containingVleast 60"/. Limonene in combination with a suitable earner . 
A composition ac\rding to claim 4, wherein said extract is an extract of the 
outer peel of said frui 

A composition accordi^to claim 5, wherein said extract is an aromatic oil. 
A composition according\claim 6, wherein said extract is an ether o,l. 
A composition according to\laim 4, wherein said fruit is selected from the 
group consisting of lemon, poiflella and citron. 
A composition according to clai\4, wherein said fruit is a citron. 
A compo^n according to claim 1, further comprising a salt selected from 
the group co,Pkting of MgBr. MgCI. NaCI, KCI, CaCb and mixtures thereof, 
A compositfon according to claim 1, further comprising Carnalhte in a 
synergistic art^ effective amount. 

A compo^ion according to claim 1 1 , wherein said Carnallite is present ,n an 
amount ofVo"' 5-99% wt/wt of the active composition. 
A compositton according to claim 1, wherein said suitable carrier is selected 
^~ffHthe group consisting of toothpaste, mouthwash, lozenges, chewing gum 
and tobthpowder. 
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A composition according to claim 1. wherein said monoterpenes are present 
in the carrier in an amount of up to 1 0% wt/wt. 

A composition according to claim 1, wherein said monoterpenes are present 
\in an amount of up to 2% wt/wt. 

A method for oral treatment, consisting of administering to a patient a 
Xiposition comprising a terpenoid oil consisting of at least 65% limonene 
oilVi combination with a suitable carrier. 

A m\thod for treating and/or preventing plaque in a patient, comprising 
administering a composition of claim 5. 

A meth\d for treating and/or preventing dental calculus in a patient. 
comprisii\g administering a composition of claim 5. 

A method W treating and/or preventing gingivitis in a patient, comprising 
administerirwa composition of claim 5. 

A method for treating and/or preventing periodontitis in a patient, comprising 
administering aVomposition of claim 5. 

A method for re^ducing the depth of periodontal pockets in a patient, 
comprising adminikering a composition of claim 5. 

A method according b claim 5, wherein said suitable carrier is selected from 
the group consisting 6f toothpaste, mouthwash, lozenges, chewing gum and 
toothpowder. \
